COUNCIL’S NEW £53M HQ 

COUNCIL OFFICIALS GET NEW BUILDING IN TOWN CENTRE UNDERWAY 


Work has officially started on 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s new £53 million 
headquarters in Northamp¬ 
ton town centre. 

On Tuesday morning, coun¬ 
ty council leader Jim Harker 
and a number of his cabinet 
colleagues removed the first 
soil on the site of the new of¬ 
fice in Angel Street. 

The plan, known as Project 
Angel, will involve the build¬ 
ing of a £53 million complex 
by developers Galliford Try 
to house staff of Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council. It 
aims to be finished and ready 
to open by autumn next year. 

Councillor Harker said 
the new office would make 
the council cost and energy 
efficient for the next 40 years. 

He said: “This new project 
will bring 2,000 people back 
into the town centre and will 
provide modern and more ef¬ 
ficient accommodation for 
our staff. 


“It will help us to make sure 
that we as a council continue 
to be cost and energy efficient 
for at least the next 30 to 40 
years. 

“I am looking forward to 
getting started,” Councillor 
Harker added. 

Galliford Try has com¬ 
pleted more than £200 mil¬ 
lion worth of construction in 
Northamptonshire. 

Regional managing direc¬ 
tor, Sean Bowles, said: “I can’t 
wait to get going with this. 

“This is a landmark scheme 
which highlights the ambi¬ 
tion of the council to make 
the town a great place to live 
and work.” 

Construction will begin 
by removing several empty 
outbuildings in the area be¬ 
fore preparing the ground at 
the site to build on within the 
next three months. Some of 
the former buildings used by 
council staff in the town will 
be sold off, but some listed 
building fronts, such as the 


council chambers, will be kept 
the same. 

Project director at the 
county council, Richard Bee- 
by, said: “The new building is 
important for the council for 
three reasons. 

“It will enable dispersed 
council staff to integrate and 
work together in one place, it 
will save millions in mainte¬ 
nance, and it is a crucial part 
of the regeneration agenda for 
the town centre. 

“Our commitment to 
building our own headquar¬ 
ters in Northampton shows 
we are serious about investing 
and have confidence in the de¬ 
velopment ofthe town centre,” 
MrBeeby added.

Hospital reveals plan to

Four Northampton-born 
sisters are only months away 
from becoming the oldest sib¬ 
lings to have ever lived in the 
UK after marking their com¬ 
bined 386th birthday.

The great-great grand¬ 
mother was joined by sisters 
Sylvia Sturgess, 91, Dorothy 
Thompson and her twin 
from East Hunsbury, Ellen 
George, both 96, who all grew 
up in Monarch Street, Semi- 
long under their maiden name 


of Clarke. 

However the 103rd birth¬ 
day celebrations have since 
piqued the interest of Guin¬ 
ness world record officials, 
who confirmed the sisters 
were three months from total¬ 
ling the highest combined age 
ever recorded for four British 
siblings. 

Janet George, the only 
daughter of Ellen, of East 
Hunsbury, said: “It’s amaz¬ 
ing. This is something you 
wouldn’t think would happen 
to your family. 

“We never even thought 
about it being a record until 
now.” 

To make the record of¬ 


ficial, Guinness has called 
on the sisters, who grew up 
together in Northampton 
after the First World War 
to Victorian parents, to pro¬ 
vide official documents to 
prove it.

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Record rise 
in numbers of 
apprentices 



New figures show a 35 per cent increase in the number of apprenticeship 
vacancies in Northamptonshire 


The number of apprenticeship 
vacancies in Northampton¬ 
shire has increased by more 
than a third in the last year, 
according to new statistics. 

The data revealed a 35 per 
cent increase in vacancies in 
the county posted online on 
the apprenticeship website 
between August and October 
2014, compared to the same 
period the previous year. 

A total of 730 vacancies 
were advertised over the three 
months against540 in 2013/14. 

Nationally, the greatest 
number of online vacancies 
was for business, administra¬ 
tion and law apprenticeships 
(18,940), while health, public 
services and care apprentice¬ 
ships saw the biggest rise in va¬ 
cancies year-on-year, with an 
increase of 50 per cent. 

There were also noticeable 
rises in the number of appren¬ 
ticeship vacancies within the 
vital STEM (science, technol¬ 
ogy, engineering and maths) 
fields. Apprenticeship vacan¬ 
cies advertised online in en¬ 
gineering and manufacturing 
technologies and information 
and communication technolo¬ 
gy both recorded a 23 per cent 
increase on the same period 
last year. 

Meanwhile, firms looking 
to recruit a young people in 


Northamptonshire are being 
offered the chance to feature 
in countywide apprenticeship 
and job fairs. 

Horizons, in partnership 
with Connexions Northamp¬ 
tonshire, will be holding seven 
Apprenticeship and Job Fairs 
across the county from the 
end of February and through¬ 
out March.

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New paralympic boats for rowing club 


Four new paralympic row¬ 
ing boats have been officially 
named after famous North¬ 
ampton sportsmen during a 
ceremony at Nene Whitewa¬ 
ter Centre in the town. 

As a result of £10,000 fund¬ 
ing from Sport England, the 
Northampton Rowing Club 
has bought four boats to be 
used by disabled rowers. 
The boats have been named 
after famous Northamp- 
tonian sportsmen, includ¬ 
ing footballer Walter Tull, 
rugby player Edgar Mobbs, 
cricketer Frank Tyson, and 
Chris Davidge, the Olympic 
rower who died shortly before 
Christmas. 

The naming ceremony, 
which involved a bottle of 
champagne being poured 
on the boat, was attended by 
Anna-Marie Phelps, chair of 
British Rowing and a former 
Olympian, as well as Mr Dav- 
idge’s widow, Jill. 

Giles Mooney, chairman of 
Northampton Rowing Club, 
said: “It was quite emotion¬ 
al and was a really nice cere¬ 
mony. Naming a boat is never 
an easy decision. We wanted 
there to be a theme and we 
thought the sporting greats

Specialist in cancer 
supports appeal 


A specialist cancer doctor 
who has treated more than 
10,000 Northampton cancer 
patients is to raise money for 
the hospital. 

Cancer specialist Dr Jo Inch- 
ley is hoping that shearing her 
long blonde hair will help to 
raise £5,000 towards the cost 
of refurbishing the chemo¬ 
therapy suite at Northampton 
General Hospital. 

Jo, a clinical oncologist, has 
worked at the hospital for 14 
years, treating patients under¬ 
going chemotherapy. 

Originally from Wollas¬ 
ton, she still lives in the coun¬ 
ty with her surgeon husband, 
Rob Hicks, and their three 
children. 

She said: “Hair loss is such 
an outward symbol of cancer 
treatment and it can be the 
most distressing part of the 
process for some patients. 
I’ve spoken to some of my pa¬ 
tients about having my head 
shaved and they’ve been very 
supportive. 


“I’m a bit nervous but it’s a 
privilege to raise money for the 
hospital where my husband 
and I both work and where I 
was born.” 

Jo will have her hair shaved 
on Friday, March 13. 

Her hair will be sent to the 
Little Princess Trust, which 
makes wigs for children un¬ 
dergoing cancer treatment. 

The money will go to the 
hospital’s appeal. 

Jo said: “We’re seeing in¬ 
creasing numbers of patients 
receiving cancer treatment 
and that’s largely because 
treatments are getting better. 
We have a greater range of op¬ 
tions for treating patients and 
we have longer treatment cy¬ 
cles. 

That’s obviously really good 
news but it means we’ve out¬ 
grown the facilities for our day 
patients and we need to invest 
in an upgrade of the chemo¬ 
therapy suite to make their 
stay morwe comfortable and 
improve the working environ¬ 
ment for the team.”

Economical little number 


You’ll need to engage the 
numerical part of your brain 
for some of what follows. 

The most important number 
to remember is 106, especially 
important if you’re buying a 
car for business, where this 
outwardly conventional off- 
roader begins to make a com¬ 
pelling case for itself. 

First, if the car goes on the 
company’s books, is the deci¬ 
sion Mitsubishi has made to 
charge the same for the entry 
level version of the newcom¬ 
er as for the existing diesel 
(£28,249). Every rival charg¬ 
es more for electrical assist, 


sometimes much more. 

The better-equipped ver¬ 
sions of the Outlander PHEV 
cost £1,000 more than their 
diesel equivalents but come 
with an electrical heating sys¬ 
tem that can be switched on 
from your smartphone as you 
snuggle under the covers. 

The car is charged at home 
from either a standard wall 
socket or, more quickly, via 
a wall-mounted charger that 
British Gas will fit for £115 un¬ 
der a Government green ener¬ 
gy scheme. Used as a company 
car, the savings mount up. 

Over three years an Out¬ 
lander would save its driver 
more than £11,000 in tax over 


a Honda CR-V. Add in business 
fuel allowance and the saving 
leaps to £18,000-plus. And 
there’s no road tax to pay. 

But in the real world Mit¬ 
subishi’s claim the car can 
travel up to 32.5 miles on elec¬ 
tricity alone may be right in 
the summer. On a cold winter’s 
morning the test car showed a 
best of 21 miles range. 

And the figure of 106 men¬ 
tioned at the outset? 

That’s the mileage per day 
past which a Mitsubishi dealer 
is likely to suggest you should 
take the diesel instead. Pleas¬ 
antly honest of them, I’d say.

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‘North should not have stayed’

World Rugby has said Wales 
winger George North should 
not have remained on the field 
after a clash of heads with 
team-mate Richard Hibbard 
but it accepts the Welsh Rugby 
Union’s explanation surround¬ 
ing the incident. 

Saints ace North appeared 
to suffer a momentary loss of 
consciousness after the 6ist- 
minute collision with Hibbard 
in the RBS 6 Nations opener 
against England four days ago. 

The WRU’s national medi¬ 
cal manager Prav Mathema said 
on Monday night that had the 
second incident been seen by 
medics, then North would have 
been immediately taken off and 
replaced. 

North came off the field in 
the first half after receiving 
an accidental boot to the head 
from England lock Dave Att- 
wood but was able to continue 
after treatment. 

World Rugby, meanwhile, 
has also announced that it will 
be “immediately investigating, 
evaluating and promoting the 
implementation” of new meas¬ 
ures. 

These are the practical¬ 
ity of television match official 


technology being expanded to 
identify head injuries as they 
happen on the field, all elite 
competitions being requested 
to provide pitchside video for 
medical staff, and all elite tour¬ 
naments encouraged to adopt 
the Rugby World Cup 2015 play¬ 
er welfare standards. 

In a statement, World Rugby 
said: “Following a full post-inci¬ 
dent review, World Rugby be¬ 
lieves that Wales player George 
North should not have re¬ 
mained on the field of play fol¬ 
lowing a head impact in the 61st 
minute of the Wales versus Eng¬ 
land RBS 6 Nations match at the 
Millennium Stadium on Friday 
night. The World Rugby head 
injury protocol clearly states 
that a player should be imme¬ 
diately and permanently re¬ 
moved from the field of play 
where there are any visible 
symptoms or suspicion of a 
potential concussion. 

“However, following thor¬ 
ough discussions and input 
from the expert independent 
Concussion Advisory Group, 
World Rugby accepts the WRU’s 
explanation that neither the 
team medical staff nor the in¬ 
dependent doctor had sight of 
the incident, and understands 
that the medics acted within 
the framework of information 
they had at the time.” 



Dowson: ‘Why I couldn't turn down offer' 


PHIL Dowson has stressed 
his decision to leave Saints 
was not a simple one -but ad¬ 
mits he couldn’t turn down 
the offer of a two-year deal 
at Worcester. 

The 33-year-old flanker, 
who has made 179 appear¬ 
ances for Northampton 
since making the move from 
Newcastle in 2009, will head 
to Sixways this summer. 

Dowson had been offered 
another year at Saints, but is 
desperate to extend his ca-

reer for as long as possible. 

And having discussed 
his options with director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder, the in¬ 
fluential forward decided it 
was time to move on. 

“It wasn’t (a simple deci¬ 
sion) at all,” said Dowson. “I 
sat down with Jim and the 
rest of the coaches, who have 
been awesome and very sup¬ 
portive. They know me as a 
person. 


“I had an open chat with 
Jim and told him that I want 
to play. He said that’s not nec¬ 
essarily going to happen and 
‘I can’t offer you two years’, 
so the two things couple to¬ 
gether made it very difficult 
for me to stay. 

“At the same time, I want¬ 
ed to fight for my place but 
sometimes you need a new 
challenge and my biggest 
fear was fading away and be¬ 
ing that guy. 

“I wanted to be playing 


and starting games as op¬ 
posed to sitting in the stands 
and watching.” 

Worcester currently sit 
top of the Championship, 
one point ahead of Bristol 
in the race for promotion to 
the Premiership. 

Dowson is looking for¬ 
ward to playing his part for 
Dean Ryan’s ambitious out¬ 
fit, but says he will always 
hold Northampton close to 
his heart. 

“I love Northampton and 


it’s my sixth season now, but 
you’ve always got to look 
forward and Northamp¬ 
ton were only offering one 
year, while Worcester were 
offering two,” he added. “I 
can understand why North¬ 
ampton would only offer one 
year with the guys who are 
around: Teimana Harrison, 
Ben Nutley and others. 

“Couple that with the 
fact Jamie Gibson is coming 
(from Leicester) this sum¬ 
mer, Jim had said my game 


time would be limited and I 
wouldn’t get as much game 
time as I had this year. 

“As much as I love the 
Saints, I love playing the 
game and hopefully you can 
see that from the way I han¬ 
dle myself on the pitch. 

“I want to play, not sit on 
the bench or sit in the stands 
and watch. You’re alongtime 
retired and I’d much rather 
have my boots on tearing it 
up and helping teams win 
games.”
